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WASHINGTON, March 26.—Following 
the gag which barred him from testify- 
ing before the House Un-American Com- 
mittee, Eugene Dennis, General Secretary 
of the Communist Party, challenged the 
committee’s “legal or constitutional au- 
thority.” 


The complete text of the statement 
follows: 


I have insisted on my right to come 
here to give my testimony on HR 1884 
and HR 2122, because the legislative hear- 
ings of this committee are the only 
means afforded to anyone to be officially 
heard on these bills. 


However, when I denounced the original 
decision of this committee to exclude the 
Communist Party from these hearings, 
and insisted on my right to present testi- 
mony on behalf of my Party, I alse said 
that I did not recognize the committee’s 
legal or constitutional authority. 


My appearance here, therefore, cannot 
in any way be construed as de facto recog- 
nition of any authority whith does not 
exist in reality, and which this committee 
had arrogated to itself in defiance of the 
Constitution of the United States. On 
the contrary, by advice of counsel, I chal- 
lenge the alleged authority of this com- 
mittee to subpoena witnesses, to ask ques- 
tions of anyone under penalty of law for 
refusal to answer, or to cite anyone for 
contempt of Congress as a result of one’s 
refusal to be bulldozed by whatever the 
most conservative Republican press, I. e., 
the N. T. Times on March 24, 1947, calls 


“the witch-hunting House Committee on 
un-American activities” that “violated all 
rules of fairness.” 

POWERS NOT DEFINED 


First, I challenge the authority of the 
commitiee on the ground that its powers 
have not been definitely and properly 
defined by Congress. 

Secondly, I challenge its authority on 
the ground that neither communism nor 
the Communist Party fall under the 
definition “an-American.” 

Thirdly, I challenge the legality of the 
existence of this committee on the follow- 
ing grounds: ö 


UNLAWFULLY SEATED 
At least one member of the committee 


is not a lawfully elected member of the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States. This member holds his seat in 
the House unlawfully, and by fraud, and 
by circumstances of illegality beyond the 
power and scope of judgment of the 
qualification of its own members which 
the House of Representatives holds by 
Article I, Section 5 of the Constitution. 

I challenge the legality of this commit- 
tee and its right te function with the 
authority of the House of Representa- 
tives because of the provision in the sec- 
ond section of the 14th Amendment of 
the United States Constitution, which de- 
clares: 

“But when the right to vote at any 
election for the choice of electors for 
President and Vice-President of the 
United States, Representatives in Con- 


gress, the executive and judicial officers 
of a state, or the members of the Legis- 
lature thereof, is denied to any of the 
male inhabitants of such a state, being 
21 years of age, and citizens of the United 
States, or in any way abridged, except 
for participation in rebellion, or other 
crime, the basis of representation therein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which 
the number of such male citizens shall 
bear to the whole member of such male 
citizens 21 years of age in such state” 
(the word “male” is eliminated by the 
Women Suffrage Amendment). 


MISSISSIPPI ELECTION 
Fourteen-fifteenths of the citizens of 


Mississippi 21 years of age or over have 


been denied the right to vote in the last 
election in the notorious Bilbo senatorial 
campaign. Only 46,493 votes were cast. 
No less than 550,000 Negro and 150,000 
white citizens of Mississippi 21 years of 
age were kept from the polls, being de- 
nied the right to vote. The Constitution 
requires that the House of Representa- 
tives should not seat seven representa- 
tives from Mississippi, but only one, and 
there is no legal ground for assumption 
that John E. Rankin holds a right to 
such seat. 


Obviously this committee cannot serve 
as judge of its own constitutionality. 

Let no one say that the purpose in rais- 
ing this issue is to reduce the representa- 
tion of the state of Mississippi in Congress, 
Anyone so interpreting it, could do so 
only on the claim that the Negro people

HR 1884 is in conflict with Sec- 
retary Marshall’s declaration that 
“Freely. constituted political par- 
ties should be insured the right 
to participate in a free and com- 


petitive election system in which 


each is accorded equal opportunity 
to present its views, win adherents 
and obtain just representation.” 

On one premise, and on only 
one premise, can HR 1884 be rec- 
onciled with the Secretary of 
State’s enunciation of American 
policy. That is on the premise the 
German people are to be trusted 
to make a wise use of democratic 
liberties—while the American peo- 
ple are not. Does this Committee 
care to go to the American people 
with that thesis? 


* 


“SO WIDE A NET” : 

Why is it that HR 1884, and all 
similar so-called anti-Communist 
legislation, spreads so very wide a 
net? Secretary Schwellenbach, 
among others, argues that this is 
unavoidable because only by po- 
licing the mind and probing the 
heart of every American will it be 
possible to uncover the “hidden” 
Communists. The fact, of course, 
is that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the members of the 
Communist Party declare them- 
selves openly and with pride. But 
it is also unfortunately true that 
some few of them, for reasons of 
economic security, find it neces- 
sary to avoid public announce- 
ment of their Communist affilia- 
tion. 


I shall propose a joint resolution 
by the two Houses of Congress, 
which will state that it is the 
sense of the Congress that the 
Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights afford to members of the 
Communist Party the same pro- 
tection afforded to all other 
American citizens. The joint reso- 
lution should further state that 
the Congress interprets. Secre- 
tary Marshall’s declaration that 
all patriotic citizens shall be per- 
mitted to live without “fear of 
being denied the right to work or 
deprived of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” to apply 
without discrimination for race, 
creed, national origin or political 
belief—and to make no exception 
of Communist Party members. 


Finally, the joint resolution 
shall state that Congress holds 
there shall be no discrimination 
against Communists. or other 
anti-fascists—Negro or white—in 
either private or public employ-

15,000 COMMUNIST VETS 

I now come to the allegations 
that the American Communist 
Party is the “agent of a foreign 
power”; that it “advocates thé 
overthrow of the United States 
Government by force and vio- 
lence”; and that it is not a po- 
litical party in the accepted sense, 
but “a conspiracy.” 

As to the first of these slanders 
—It is a lie that the American 
Communists are agents of a for- 
eign power. That was what Hit- 
ler said of the German Commu- 
nists, Quisling of the Norwegian 
Communists, Laval and Doriot 
(the French Louis Budenz) of the 
French Communists. When V-E 
Day came just two years ago, the 
peoples of the world rejoiced that 
“the lie was dead and damned 


and the truth stood up instead.” 


But now, on the eve of the second 
anniversary of V-E Day, Hitler’s 
Big Lie rises again here in our 
America to shame the living and 
desecrate the war dead. 

Loyalty and patriotism must be 
judged by the test to which they 
are put in the most bitter and 
costly war of our nation’s history. 
We American Communists pass 
that acid test with flying colors, 


and no group or individual can | 


escape its judgment. 

To charge that we are Soviet 
agents is to deny the fact that 
there were Marxists in America 
long before there was a Soviet 
Union. These early Socialists, 
were the early forbears of the 
modern American Communist 
Party, stood with Lincoln against 
the slaveholders’ rebellion. Lin- 
coln did not doubt their loyalty. 
He made the Communist Joseph 
Wedemyer a colonel in the Union 
army. 


COMMUNIST 
INTERNATIONAL 

It is now seven years since the 
American Communist Party sev- 
ered its connection with the Com- 
munist International. At that 
time we acted on our own initia- 
tive, to meet the special condi- 
tions arising in our country out 
of the Voorhis Act—which we 
condemned. It is now four years 
since the Communist Interna- 
tional voluntarily dissolved, by the 
vote of its affiliated parties, 
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During the years of our organi- 
gational affiliation to the Com- 
munist International we pub- 
lished in our press communica- 
tions we received from that body. 
We made no secret of the fact 
that we sent delegates to its in- 
ternational congresses. They came 
home and reported publicly to as 
many Americans as would listen 
to them. They reported publicly 
to our Party members, without 
whose approval Communist In- 
ternational decisions had no va- 
lidity for us, 

We were at particular pains to 
publicize as widely as possible the 
decisions of the Seventh Congress 
of the Communist International 
in 1935. The heroic Bulgarian, 
Georgi Dimitrov, presided over 
that historic Congres. Even the 
members of this Committee must 
admit that Dimitrov was .well 
qualified by first-hand experience 
to lead a discussion on the sub- 
ject of how to fight fascism. 

The Seventh Congress of the 
Ci., to which we Americans Com- 
munists made important con- 
tributions, prepared the way for 
the dissolution of the Commu- 
nist International. It registered 
the fact that the Communist 
Parties of the world were inde- 
pendent organizations, each of 
native origin, and making their 
own decisions. It corrected some 
mistakes by young Marxists who 
were just beginning to learn that 
Marxism is a scientific quide to 
action, and not a dogma, It called 
on the Communist Parties of the 
world to check and defeat the 
fascists in every land by study- 
ing the concrete conditions and 
the special methods of fascism in 
each country. It called on them 
to rally and mobilize the workers 
and people of every nation for 
united action against fascism and 
war. 


What does Mr. J. Edgar Hoover 
know now about the Communist 
International that he didn't know 
when it was in existence? Why 
does the F. B. I. consider the 
American Communist Party a 
more dangerous foreign agent“ 
seven years after it left the Com- 
munist International than it was 
while it maintained that affilia- 
tion? 


We Communist are the first to 
admit that some of us made more 
than a few mistakes and did 
many infantile things in the pe- 
riod of our immaturity. But Mr. 
Hoover will find no evidence of 
Communist “crime” in his files. 
Even Mr. Hoover himself, is wit-

in any way or at any time in- 
jured or subverted the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

It was after J. Edgar Hoover 
had directed the arrest of thou- 
sands of real and suspected Com- 
munists in 1920, as the officer in 
charge of the infamous Palmer 
Raids, that he himself officially 
admitted that the Communists had 
not been guilty of any violation 
of the federal laws.“ This admis- 
sion was made in an inner- office 
memorandum to Assistant Atter- 
ney General Donovan on Oct. 16, 


1924, several months after Hoover 


was mage Acting Director of the 
FBI, Attorney General Harlan 
Stone, later a Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, secured this re- 
luctant admission from Mr. J. 
Edgar Hoover. ; 2 


On May 15, 1924, Attorney Gen- 
eral Stone declared: The bu- 
reau of investigation is not con- 
cerned with political or other 
opinions of individuals, It is 


concerned only with such conduct. ~ 


as is forbidden by the laws of the 
United States. When a police sys- 
tem passes beyond these limits, it 
is dangerous to the proper ad- 
ministration of justice and to hu- 
man liberty, which it should be 
our first concern to cherish.” 


Neither 8 we Communists nor 
these millions who work for peace 
oppose a strong national defense 
or. wish to weaken our country in 
order to strengthen some other 
power. We and they know that 
America’s national security does 
not rest on “secret weapons” but 
on policies which will promote a 
prosperous and anti-fascist Amer- 
ica in a democratic and peaceful 
world. 


It is, of course, also untrue that 
the Communist Party has ever in 
the past advocated, or advocates 
today, the use of force and vio- 
lence either as a means for 
achieving governmental change or 
as a method of struggle for im- 
mediate economic or social gains 
by labor and the people’s forces 
generally, 


“FORCE AND VIOLENCE” 

Congressman Sheppard’s Bill 
repeats this moth-eaten charge of 
force and violence. But HR 2122 
offers no proof, and there is no 
proof that can be offered. Many 
attempts have been made in the 
press and the courts of this land 
to establish such proof, but every 
one of them has failed. In the 
28 years of our Party’s existence, 
not a single American Commu- 
nist has ever been proven or con- 
victed of acting or conspiring to 
employ force and violence to over- 
throw the Government of the 
United States. It is therefore ob- 
vious that such a charge cannot 
‘possibly be upheld against our 
Party as a whole. 


‘I shall submit now for the rec- 
ord the full text of the Constitu- 
tion of our Party. (Exhibit D.) 
I read now from Article IV, Sec- 
tion 10: “Every member is ob- 
ligated’ to fight with all his 
strength against any and every 
effort, whether it comes from 
abroad or from within our coun- 
try, to destroy the rights of la- 
bor and the people, or any sec- 
tion thereof, or to impose upon 
the United States the arbitrary 
will of any group or party or 
clique or conspiracy, thereby vio- 
lating the unqualified right of the 
majority of the people to direct 
the destinies of our country.” 

I read also from Section 2 of 
Article IX: “Adherence to or 


participation in the activities of 


any clique, group, circle, faction 
or party which conspires or acts 
to subvert, undermine, weaken or 
overthrow any or all institutions 
of American democracy, whereby 
the American people can main- 
tain their right to determine 
their destiny in any degree, shall 


be punished by immediate ex- 


pulsion, 1 
enen . 1 
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Fascist terror is force and vio- 


lence in their most brutal form. 
Where it reigns there can be no 


democratic and orderly progress. 


We Communists have never 
made any secret of the fact that 
our ultimate objective is social- 
ism.. But there is nothing in this 
fact to substantiate the charges 
that we are a “conspiracy,” that 
we are “foreign agents,” or that 
we advocate the “overthrow of 
the United States ogvernment by 
force and violence.” 

As American workers we strive 
publicly and by democratic means 
to convince the American people 
that socialism is the only way 
to end the scourge of economic 
crisis, unemployment and violent 
class conflict, We strive to con- 
vince them that only socialism 
can once and for all put an end 
to reaction, fascism and war 
which are engendered by monop- 
oly capitalism. 

We Communists are confident 
that the day will come when the 
majority of Americans will de- 
cide by their own free choice, on 
the basis of their own experience 


and in harmony with their fun- 


damental interests, to march for- 


ward along the road of social 


progress toward socialism—that. 
is, to establish the common own- 
ership of the national economy 


under a government of the peo- 


ple, ied by the working class. 
As Marxists, we know the road 


cannot be mapped out in advance. 


It will be prospected and cleared 


by the millions of democratic 


Americans who seek it. It will be 
an American road, opening new 
frontiers for the traditions of 
American democracy and built 
according to American specifica- 
tions by the common people of 
America who develop further the 
democratic know-how which is 
ours. 
MARXISM AND PATRIOTISM 
Our path will not necessarily 
follow the twists and turns by the 
peoples of other countries who 
also, because of the inexorable 
logic of economic and social de- 
velopment, move toward a simi- 


lar goal. 


We Communists are not uto- 
pians, and come what may, we 
are not nor ever will be adven- 
turers. Marxism and patriotism 
alike teach us that we must dif- 
ferentiate between what is possi- 
ble today and what can be rea- 
lized tomorrow. 

The better and more progres- 
sive America toward which we 
strive can be built only by the 
American people, led by labor, 
and on the foundation of a 
stronger American democracy. 


We American Communisjs are 
here to stay. We will endure as 
long as America’s working peo- 
ple endure, Regardless of what 
repressive measures against our 
Party in violation of the Consti- 
tution and the basic democratic 
principles upon which our nation 
was founded—hundreds of thou- 
sands of American workers and 
progressives will learn to be 
American Communists. Their 
school is the struggle of America's 
common people against the Amer- 
ican trusts and empire builders. 

In the agony of his last tor- 
ture, Galileo told his inquisi- 
tors, “the earth still moves.” We 
Communists know that human 
society moves, and that it moves 
in the direction of democratic ad- 
vance and social progress. 

Here in our America we wish to 
move along democratic paths 
by peaceful means. 

We call on all Americans who 
share this wish, whatever may 
be their differences with us Com- 
munists on other questions, to op- 
pose and work for the defeat of 
HR 1884, HR 2122 and all simi- 
lar legislation.

YOUR JOB AND GREECE 


By James S. Allen 


HE CONSEQUENCES of the Truman ddetittine are 


beginning to pile up. First of all, they are felt here 
at home. Third-degree loyalty tests for federal employes, 


established by Presidential decree, 
are as strict as thought-control 
used to be in fascist Japan, or as 
severe as intimidation by the 
Turkish police state. This is the 
logical outcome of the Truman 
doctrine. 


Not even during the war were 
such painstaking checks on loyalty 
made. The drive against labor 
and the liberals is the home ver- 
sion of the drive against Greeks 
and Chinese. The loyalty dictat 
is perilously close to government 
by emergency decree. 

What if a government employe 
is “disloyal” to Truman’s grab- 
doctrine—in Greece, or Turkey, or 
Cyrenaica, or Tripoli, or Stand- 
ard Oil’s Shangri-la? What if he. 
believes in TVA’s, public works, 
higher wages, New Dealers, or is 
simply a loyal worker in the Dem- 
ocraic Party, if Republicans win 
the next national leections And 
if this is to be the test for techini- 
cal jobs in government service, 
could it not also become the test 
for jobs anywhere? 


THIS IS. ONLY one of the 
pressing dangers. Actually mil- 
lions of jobs are endangered by 
the Truman doctrine. For this 
policy of sustaining fascist and 
civil war- making governments 
abroad builds up the elements of 
a thundering economic crash at 
home. It threatens world recov- 


ery at the moment when an ini- . 


tial economic depression is uni- 
versally expected before the year 
is over. 


Hitler and the Japanese mili- 
tary-fascists have shown that it 
is possible to pull out of a crisis 
or avert one by large-scale prep- 
arations for wars of conquest. Im- 
portant circles in America may be 
seeking this way out of the ap- 
proaching economic crisis, despite 


their much-advertised faith in 


free enterprise and democratic 
principles. 

It may come to that, if the 
present policy is not checked, in 
which case we will suffer much 
more than an economic crisis.
